had for him, by his brutality and open un- 
faithfulness. Once rid of her he filled her 
place with the hideous and degraded Duch- 
ess of Kendal, with wham he lived unmar, 
ried for years. . 


George the Second, hated by his father, 


possessed the same brutal instincts, and al- 
though he dared not treat Caroline, who 
was hig inteljectual superior, as his father 
had done his wife, he was guilty of the 
grossest infidelity, and often cold-blooded 
brutality, even when bis wife lay gasping 
for breath on her. death bed. 

George the Third, the best of the four, was 
the bitter enemy of his own son, as his pre- 
decessors had been of theirs. 

George the Fourth wus married to Mrs, 
Fitzherbert before he became nominally the 
husband of Caroline of Brunswick. In ad- 
dition to the other crimes which blackened 
the character of this famous “ gentleman,” 
he committed that of bigamy, and then, fol- 
lowing the exumple of the first George, he 
accused Caroline of infidelity, separated 
f:om her, persecuted her in the most heartless 
and relentless manner, and then crowned his 
villainy by charging her with adultery in 
the House of Lords, She wap tried and ac- 
quitted, after three weeks of agonizing sus- 
pense, but she was so overcome by shame 
and chagrin that she died within a year, 

Such were the predecessors of the young 
man who is now amusing himself in London 
while his wife is dying. And while every 
honest. man must despise him as a heartless 
wretch, something must be pardoned to his 
heredityry taint of brutality and insanity.—- 
It is very certain, however, that his conduct 
upon the present occasion, will serve to ren- 
der him even more unpopular with the Eng- 
lish people than he has been, and in the ad- 
vanced state of liberal sentiment, he may 
find his throne uncomfortable and insecure 
when he succeeds to it.

That statement we most 
emphatically deny. On the contrary, we 
chargethat, by theestablishment of the Na-: 
tional and the awarding to it of the county 
printing, it bas costithe éobnty, diring the: 
past nige months, over seven hundred dollars 
more than it would otherwise have done. 
‘To proye that we are correct in the prem- 
ises, we subsnit the following facts ; 

Every one,who has resided in this county 
for a year or more, knows that, at the time 
the National was started. the Board or Su- 
pervisors as well as a majority of the county 
officers and the Quixcy Uxton_ were politi- 
cally opposed to each other. Such being 
the fact; as a matter of course we could not 
have expected, nor could any reasonable 
man have supposed, that they would give us 
any printing except such as they were com- 
pelled by law to give ; and the whole amount 
for such printing, (advertising,) if charged | 
at full rates of $3 per square, would not 
have exceeded, for one year, $300. In fact, 
when n@ paper but the Standard jwas pub- 
lished -in the county, Lynch contracted to 
do the ¢ounty printing for that amount per 
year. But after the Union was started. and 
a “loyal” Board of Supervisors was elected, 
a change took place. The Unton was “hard 
up ;” it needed assistance to keep it alive; 
and the “loyal” Supervisors—having the 
control: of _ the people's money — very 
gencrously rendered that aid. Then, for 
the first time, the proceedings of the Board 
were orilered to be published, and were paid 
for at $3 -per. square. Road laws, and in 
fact every thing of like nature which by any 
possible means they could order published 
and paid fot owt of the county funds, were or- 
dered published in the Quincy Union. It 
vas then their party organ, and it needed 
assistance. Because the Supervisors have, 
for a few years past, unjustly illegally and 
unnecessarily given away the people's money 
to help:sustain a party paper, the National, 
needing the same assistance, has the un- 
blushing impudence to cite their action du- 
ring that time as an argument 0 prove that 
they are right in doing 40 now. 

Does the National or any one elge suppose 
that, had tliis paper been the only one pub- 
lished in the county during the past nine 
months, the Supervisors would have ordered 
the proceedings of the August and Novem- 
ber terms published? The Supervisors,:as 
well as‘every one else, know that there is no 
law, even, authorizing them to order their 


same out of the county funds. We say, then, 
would ‘it be a reasonable supposition that 
they would have ordered their insertion in 
this paper? Most assuredly not, | But they 
did, order those proceedings published i in the 
National, aud paid it over $300 for doing 
so. That amount, at least, would have been 
saved, would it not, Mr. Manager ? 

Another instance: Does any one suppose 
| that, if the special election proclamation had 
by reason of there being but one paper in 
the county been forced to be published in 
| the Uston, the County Clerk w ould have 
| given us a two column advertisement, as he

Again: The Auditor's quarterly report 
could easily be condensed, so a3 not to occu 
py one half the space it does in the’ National.

Another unnecessary expense to ‘the coun- 
ty, and ené which ina year amounts to a 
large sum, is the practice of the Supervisors 
of paying for the blank receipts ce. used by 
the Tax Collector, Assessor, Treasurer and 
District Attorney. It would be just as legal 
and reasonable for the Supervisors to allow 
the Collector $3 per hundred for writing out 
receipts and delivering them to the tax pay- 
ers, as it is'to furnish him with’ blanks for 
which they pay that amount. He, as well 
as the ‘District Attorney and Treasurer, is 
allowed a certain per cent. for receiving and 
paying out money.’ The law ‘supposes that 
he makes out his receipts; Lat it he chooses 
to procure printed blanks, knowing ‘that hy 
80 doihg he will save'a great amount of 

} writing and trouble, he stiould be made to 
pay for them. Admittiiz, however,’ that 
the'county should ‘farnish them, thé whole 
number uséd by the different county officints 
for'a'yéar does not ‘éxeeed 5000, which, ‘at 
$2,50 per ‘htindred, the tate ‘at which*we 
offered ‘to furnish them, would améunt to 
but $195.
